Claim Rejections: 

The newly added claims eliminate the objections made by the Examiner by the 
applicant specifically limiting claims so that the claims distinguish over the references 
cited. Specifically the claims eliminate the use of ELISA, Western Blot and Thin Layer 
Liquid Phase methods for analysis of HIV antibodies to be used to as claimed by 
Friedman-Kein et al., and Ishigawa et al. This places the application in condition for 
allowance. 

For all of the above reasons, applicant submits that the specification and claims 
are now in proper form, and that the deleted claims 1-11 newly amended claims 12 and 
the original claims 13-15 define patentably over the prior art. Therefore the applicant 
submits that this application is now in condition for allowance, which action is 
respectfully solicited.
